The German government is so informed in a note from Sec­

The president, Germany is informed, concurs in this last stipu­ 
lation, which means payment for cities, tow^s and countryside laid 
waste and damaged; for ships sunk by submarines and raiders and 
indemnities to the families and dependents of civilians, carried off 
cr killed in violation cf rules of warfare. 
Term s may not be made public until accented or rejected by 
Germany, but they may be said to be no less drastic than those im­ 
posed on Austria.
